BONN, May 3 fWF>.— Walter 
Ulbricht, the most durable of 
Europe's Communist leaders, to- 
day surrendered his two-decade 
grip on power by resigning as 
first secretary of. East Germany’s 
Communist party. 

In a sudden announcement, the 
East German news agency, ADN, 
revealed that the 77-year -old 
Mr. Ulbricht had quit for reasons 
of age and health. 

Succeeding him as first secre- 
tary— the most powerful position 
in East- Germany— Is Erich 
Honecker, 58, who had long been 
regarded as Mr Ulbricht's heir 
apparent. As secretary of the 
Central Committee. Mr. Honecker 
had been in charge of running 
the party's day-to-day affairs for 
the past several years. 

The ADN announcement, which 
included long statements by both 
men, said that Mr. Ulbricht would 
retain the post of president of the 
Council of State, which he has 
held since I960. 

This mwans that he continues as 
East Germany’s head of state. 
However, the position is largely 
a ceremonial one without any 
real power and the implication 
is that Mr. Ulbricht Is falling back 
on the role of an essentially re- 
tired elder statesman of Com- 
munism. 

The immediate reaction of

Western observers was that Mr. 
Ulbricht's departure from active 
government was not unexpected 
and that it probably was due to 
the reasons cited— old age and 
failing health. 

These Western observers also 
were unanimous in agreeing that 
Mr. Honecker's accession to the 
leadership would not mean any 
change in the hard-line. Stalinist 


brand of Comnnmisjn long associ- 
ated with kfr. Uibzdcht. in his 
Ideological toughness and hostility 
toward the West, Mr. Honecker 
is regarded as a man very much 
in Mr. Ulbricht's own image. 

Here in West Germany, Conrad 
Ahleis. spokesman for Chancellor 
Willy Brandt, said that Mr. Ul- 
bricht's resignation had “long 
been expected and came as no 
surprise.'* Mr. Ahlers added that 
the Brandt regime did not antici- 
pate any thawing of relations be- 
tween the two halves of Germany. 

UjS. sources also said that Mr. 
Ulbricht's departure had been 
imminent for some time and that 
the signals had been “even clear- 
er than usual in the pest few 
weeks.” 

They added the belief that 
health was the sole reason for Ms 
retirement, pointing out that he 
has been known to have suffered 
incre asing illness during recent 
years. 

They and other sources pointed 
out that Mr. Ulbricht has been 
virtually absent from the public 
scene since his attendance at the 
Soviet Union Communist party 
congress in Moscow at the end 
of March. 

Mr. Ulbright, regarded for long 
as a rigid Stalinist, adapted his 
policy after the Soviet dictator’s 
death in 1953 In accordance with 
latest Moscow trends.

WASHINGTON, May 3 
— in a ruling that could bring' 
. early execution to many. prison- 
ers . under death sentence, the 
■ Supreme Court today rejected 
challenges to death penalty pro- 
cedures. 

"The 6-to-3 decision, written by. 
Justice .John M. Harlan, said Jt 
was constitutional for a jury :to 
decide both guilt and pu ni s hmen t' 
at a single, sitting. . 

" Fortheonore, Justice ' Harlan 
said, it.' was not a violation 'of 
the Constitution for a jury, to ex- 
ercise, the power on its own ' to 
decide ' whether a defendant 
should, receive the death penalty 
or a. prison teem. 

The decision affirmed first- 
degree murder convictions and 
death senfehces for James E. 
Cramptoh of Toledo, Ohio, -and 
Dennis C. McGaotha of Los An- 
geles, The former 'was found 
guilty of murdering' his wife, the 
latter of killing a grocer. 

644 in Death Bows 

The constitutional issues raised, 
in ' their appeals through ' the 
courts had halted- executions in 
the United States for nearly 
four years. At present, 644 men 
and seven women are in death 
rows In 33 states, and today's rul- 
ing could result in early execu- 
tions far many of there. 

The decision, however, does' not 
go to the heart of the capital 
punishment issue. The ultimate 
challenge is toe argument that 


execution Is a form of cruel and 
unusual punishment barred by 
toe Constitution.. Although this 
argument Is put regularly to the 
high bench In appeals from the 
condemned, the Supreme ' Court 
so far has pot ruled on the ques- 
tion.. •

LAGUNA, BEACH, Calif., May 3 
(WP > . — President Nixon today 
praised a Swedish gover nm ent 
offer to intern American war 
prisoners cn Its soil pending a 
final settlement of toe Vietnam 
conflict, and called on North 
Vietnam to accept the Swedish 
offer. 

Mr. Nixon made his views 
known in a statement read by 
his press secretary, Ron Ziegler, 
shortly before returning to Wash- 
ington after a three-day Cali- 
fornia stay. 

The Swedish government offer, 
which reached the attention of 
the chief executive through an 
April 30 news dispatch of Agence 
France- Presee, the French news 
agency, included the use of Swed- 
ish ships to transport the UB. 
prisoners from North Vietnam as 
well as. pro vide internment facili- 
ties in Sweden. 

Mr. Ziegler said the United 
States had not yet confirmed the 
Swedish offer through diplomatic 
channels, but he said that the 
next move falls “squarely on the 
shoulders of the Hanoi govern- 
ment." 

Not Flat Acceptance 

Neither the two-sentence pres- 
idential statement nor Mr. Zieg- 
ler's remarks constitute a flat ac- 
ceptance of the Swedish offer, 
though they constituted a general 
endorsement. 

“President Nison, noted with 
great satisfaction that according 
to press reports the government 
of Sweden has offered use of Its. 
vessels and its -territory to provide 
internment of prisoners of war 
from the conflict in Vietnam,” the 
Wfcttc House statement said. 

“The President would hope that 
Hanoi will move promptly to 
negotiate an agreement on this 
issue to take advantage of this 
humanitarian offer on toe part 


of the Swedish government," toe 
statement concluded.. 

The United States had pre- 
viously endorsed a South Viet- 
namese offer to send to a neutral 
country North Vietnamese pris- 
oner 1 ; of war who were sick or 
had been held four years or more. 

The Hanoi regime, which has 
linked the discussions about re- 
lease of the prisoners to a date 
for complete UB. withdrawal 
from Vietnam, has not responded 
to the UB. and South Viet- 
namese offer, Mr. Ziegler said.

According to the newspaper's 
report, on the first day of the 
congress delegates applauded' 
when President Nikolai Pod- 
gomy recalled the deaths of 
prominent foreign Commu- 
nists — among them -Cuban 
guerrilla leader Ernesto (Che) ! 
Guevara and North Vietnam- 
ese President Ho Chi Minh — 
in his opening speech.

Swedes Beady to Help 

STOCKHOLM. May 3 (UpD.— 
The Swedish government said 
tonight it is ready to provide all 
possible humanitarian help to 
achieve a solution to the prison- 
ers of war question, only minutes 
after President Nixon urged 
Hanoi to join the United States 
in transferring all POWs ta Viet- 


nam to internment in Sweden. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said. "We are. of course, ready 
for humanitarian reasons ta pro- 
vide help in all ways regarded 
as possible." 

He added that. “Obviously 
there must be a decision between 
the parties on the question about 
internment in a third-party na- 
tion and on measures they want 
Sweden to assist with." 

"The parties have possibilities 
to make an agreement on such 
measures during their direct con- 
tacts in Paris," toe spokesman 
said.

Dr. King’s Assassin Foiled in Escape Try 


• PETROS, Tenn., "May- 3 (Reu- 
ters) .—Prison guards today foiled 
an escape attempt by James Earl 
Ray. convicted .assassin of the 
Rev. Dr. Martin. Luther Bing jr. 
Authorities at the Brushy 
Mountain .State Prison, a maxi- 
mum security institution, said 
that Ray sawed through his cell 
wall to enter a ' narrow heating 
.tunnel leading to the prison yard. 
. Ray, who is serving a 99-ryear 
term for Dr.' King's murder, then 
dropped ten feet to toe ground. 

Although Ray had placed a 
dummy In his bunk, a cell Check 
showed, that he was missing. 
Minutes later, two guards spotted 
Ray at toe back of a building 
in toe prison yard, looking for a 
place to go over the outer walL 
Prison authorities said Ray of- 
fered. no resistance. 


The escape attempt occurred ect 
about 3 am. 

State Corrections Commissioner 
- Mark Luttrell said that Ray used 
a hacksaw blade to cut through 
reinforced . steed in toe concrete 
wall between his cell and toe tun- 
nel ' 

In his effort to fool the prison 
guards, Ray had adorzfed toe 
dummy’s bead with same hair he 
apparently had taken from the 
prison barber shop. 

But a guard apparently noticed 
the hole in toe wall and a search 
for Ray was started. 

Prison officials said that Ray 
suffered a bum during his escape 
bid, apparently from pipes ta toe 
heating tunnel. 

Ray was transferred to the 
maximum security prison at Pe- 
tros* about £0 miles north of 


Knoxville, last year after serving 
a year at a state prison In Nash- 
ville. 

Captured In London 
Ray was captured at London 
Airpm-t on June 8, 1963, two 
mouths after Dr. King was killed 
while standing* on a balcony out- 
side his motel room in Memphis. 

At the time of Dr. Stag’s 
murder, Ray, then 40, was at 
large from the Missouri State 
Penitentiary from which he had 
escaped a year earlier alter serv- 
ing seven years of a 20-year term 
fur armed robbery and theft. 

Ray, who had a long prison 
record, had used an alias to get 
a Canadian passport . after toe 
slaying. He was reported to have 
flown from Toronto to London, 
then to Lisbon, and back to 


BONN. May 3 iWP).— Four of 
West Germany's five principal 
economic institutes recommended 
today that toe deutsche mark be 
set free to “float" and find a 
new level of parity with the 
dollar. 

They said this offers the best 
available means of stemming the 
flow of dollars into West Ger- 
many and braking the country's 
mounting rate of inflation. 

Because the mark currently is 
regarded as the strongest of the 
world's major currencies, the 
move would mean an increase in 
its value in relation to toe dollar. 

Fart of Annual Report 

The recommendation was part 
of the annual joint report by the 
five institutes on toe state of the 
German economy. The institutes 
ta Kiel, Hamburg. Munich and 
Essen suggested . floating toe 
mark. 

The fifth— toe Economic Insti- 
tute of West Berlin— said it fa- 
vored outright revaluation, pos- 
sibly preceded by an Interim 
period of floating. 

Although toe institutes are In- 
dependent foundations with no 
official connection to the govern- 
ment.- their ideas are known to 
have strongly Influenced govern- 
mental economic policy In toe 
past 

Two years ago, for example, 
they were among those advocat- 
ing toe course that resulted ta 
the October. 1969, decision to 
float toe mark briefly and then, 
revalue it upward by 9-2 percent. 

. Guarded Official Reaction 

However, toe indications today 
were that the government Is not 
yet ready to take such a step. 

Economics Minister Karl Schu- 
ler issued a guarded statement 
welcoming toe report as "a useful 
basis for discussing future poli- 
cy" but made no mention of Its 
recommendation on floating. 

Other sources within Chancellor 


Willy Brandt’s government said 
the cabinet had not yet discussed 
the question seriously.

In the provisional East German 
government of October, 1949, he 
was named deputy premier, a 
few months later he was made 
general secretary of the Socialist 
Unity party. 

From 1945 to I960, Mr. Ulbrlcht 
was one of a ruling triumvirate.

Pixels died in I960, Mr. Ulbricht- 
was elected chairman of a newly 
formed Council of State, with 
substantially wider powers than 
the president, and his power was 
complete.

Mr. Honecker, & farmer roof 
slater, was spotlighted as the un- 
disputed ‘‘crow n prince" of the 
party In 1967 when he gave the 
keynote address at the seventh, 
party congress. 

He is believed to -have been. per- 
sonally responsible in the Polit- 
buro for the state security serv- 
ice, police, army party per- 
sonnel. 

He has a flawless Communist 
background, Bonn of militant 
parents In 1913, in the Saar, his 
first work on behalf of the party 
was delivering newspapers with 
' his mother at the age of 8. 

He Joined the local Communist 
children’s group at the age of 
20, the Communist Youth at 14, 
and four years later was a full 
party member. 

In 1934, he was ordered to Ber- 
lin to organise underground re- 
sistance to the Nazis, but was ar- 
rested by the Gestapo early In 
1936 and sentenced to ten years 
Imprisonment for “preparation of 
high treason." 

He remained in prison «ntn 
liberated by Russian soldiers en- 
tering Berlin In 1945. 

On his release he set about 
founding and organizing the East 
German Communist youth move- 
ment, the Free German Youth, 
and was rewarded for this by 
being called to the Central Com- 
mittee in 1950. Soon afterward 
he was a candidate member for 
the Fahtburo. 

In 1958, Mr. Honecker became 
a full Politburo member In 
1963 teak charge of party organ- 
isation, becoming responsible 'for 
the whole security apparatus. Ho 
has been shy of publicity. 

Hr. Honecker has been married - 
twice. His second wife, Margot, 
is minister of education.

liberalization policies of the gov- 
ernment of Alexander Dubcek. 

Again, in March, 1969, Mr. 
Yakhimovich and Gen. Grigo- 
renko spoke out against the 
Czechoslovak invasion. Follow- 
ing the self-immolations of the 
young Czechs Jan Palach and Jan 
Zajic, they issued a letter calling 
on their countrymen to do every- 
thing possible “to bring about 
the withdrawal of Soviet troops 
from Czechoslovakia.” 

Apparently, the authorities 
decided to end this protest group 
aud on March 25. Mr. Yakhfano- 
vich was arrested at his home 
outside of Riga. 


PARIS. May 3 (Reuters'). — 
Chinese technical adviser Chang 
Shl-jung. who has been In hos- 
pital here since he was taken 
unconscious from Orly Airport 
five days ago. today was still not 
well enough to decide whether 
he wanted to return home or 
stay in France, officials said. 

Mr. Chang. 31. was said by 
French officials to be recovering 
“very slowly” from the effects of 
an overdose of sedatives appar- 
ently administered by a group of 
Chinese officials who tried to 
bundle him aboard a Shanghai- 
bound airliner last Wednesday.

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De Lesseps Redivivus 


The focal point of Secretary Rogers's jour- 
ney to tile Middle East Is the reopening of the 
Suez Canal. Ill other words, his immediate 
Intent Is to be another de Lesseps, although 
from the positions taken by Egypt and Israel, 
he may well be fated to be the later, tragic 
de Lesseps of Panama, rather than the 
trimphont de Lesseps who saw the Empress 
Eugenie sail through hls waterway to link 
Europe with the golden East. 

But Mr. Rogers is by no means solely 
concerned with the canal. Prom a narrowly 
American point of view, the canal Itself Is 
of relatively small Importance, while to the 
Israelis It may seem more significant as a 
moat than as a means of transportation. On 
the other hand, for the Egyptians it would 
mean much In tolls. 

But a Suez Canal settlement would be at 
least a start toward a general peace. It 
would also ease pressures on Israel from 
Western Europe, to which the canal means 
lower freights— even though the big tankers 
make their long way around the Cape of 
Good Hope more cheaply than anyone would 
have guessed In the days when desert armies 
were fighting for Suez. And it -is the final 
pence that America seeks most urgently, and 
that Mr. Rogers has especially promoted. 

This Is by no means a new role for the 
United States In the Middle East, although 
Mr. Rogers has pursued It with fewer 
dramatics, with fewer charges of incon- 
sistency, than was the case in Mr. Dulles's 


activities In the earlier Suez crisis, indeed, 
it Is worth bearing in mind, when America’s 
alleged role as “global policeman” is casti- 
gated, or Mr. Nixon's administration con- 
demned for warlike propensities, over what 
large areas the ‘lower profile” of Amer- 
ican diplomatic and military action extends. 

This, to be sure, saw its beginnings In 
Mr. Johnson’s administration, in spite of 
Vietnam and the intervention in the 
Dominican Republic. But Mr. Nixon has 
carried it farther, and in more positive ways: 
In the Okinawan discussions with Japan, in 
respect to West Germany’s overtures to the 
East, in the strategic arms limitation talks, 
and In new attitudes toward mainlan d 
China. Above all. It cannot be forgotten 
(although doubtless It will be In many 
quarters) that such hopes as exist for Middle 
Eastern peace rest on Mr. Rogers's Initiatives 
there, of which his present travels represent 
only the latest public manifestation. 

The task confronting the secretary of state 
Is difficult and perhaps impossible. But It 
should be placed in the scales when the 
Nixon administration is weighed. No one 
Immediately concerned is pleased with what 
Mr. Rogers has attempted in detail in the 
Middle East, and If he is successful or If 
he falls, there wjil be many to claim the 
credit for having resisted American imperi- 
alism or appeasement, as the case may be 
In each country. But he Is working In good 
conscience for a good end. He Is deserving 
of success, even though It may elude him.

*£ would probably he a kindness not to 
keep bringing President Nixon back to the 
Calley case. Each time he Is questioned on 
it. his explanation of his Intervention some- 
how manages to leave the matter in worse 
shape. So we will nob linger on lt today any 
longer than It takes to put the question 
hack into perspective, as Mr. Nixon might 
say. The reason he stepped in to free the 
lieutenant (why does he persist in calling 
him captain?) from the stockade and 
deliver him to his private quarters, the Pres- 
ident says, Is that he thought it unfair to 
confine him in Fort Leavenworth while his 
case was caught up in what might turn out 
to be a lengthy appeal. The President sug- 
gests that this Is in keeping with the practice 
in capital cases in at least some states, when 
a convicted murderer Is not considered a 
danger to society. Perhaps so. But the fact 
remains that the base commander at Fort 
Benning not only had adequate authority to 
make this transfer but is quite reliably 
reported to have been in the process of tak- 
ing precisely that step when the President 
moved in. He didn’t have to intervene to ac- 
complish this; so it would seem Inescapable 
that he allowed his hand to show because he 
very much wanted to indicate, at the least, 
his personal sympathy and compassion. And 
that. too. Is well within his right, as he 
was quick to point out. But it doesn’t ex- 
plain why similar presidential compassion 
hasn't been extended to scores of others, 
enlisted men as well as officers, who have 
been convicted of far lesser offenses and 
held in jail, pending appeal, without this 
special presidential treatment; nor have they 
been given a promise of a review, of their 
ca?e and a final determination by the Presi- 
dent. 

Use President defends this second inter- 
vention as something that was always there 
ns part of the process, which Is true, of 
course. He made that point in hls recent 
radio press conference yesterday when he 


was once again brought back to the Calley 
question. “I am not trying to influence the 
reviewing authorities,” he insisted, adding: 
“I am simply indicating, as they all know, 
and the law so provides, that as commander 
in chief, I will exercise my right to review.” 
But *lf the provision for ultimate presidential 
review was always there, and everybody 
knew it, why did he need to assert it? The 
only explanation we can imagine is in the 
President's remark about the "great concern 
expressed throughout the country as to 
whether . . . [ Calley] was going to get a fair 
trial” The President went on to say that, 
by promising a review, he had "reassured 
the country and that is one of the reasons 
that the country has cooled down on this 
case.” Now there is only one way the Presi- 
dent could have hoped to "reassure” people 
wjho thought the military court was being 
unfair to Lt. Calley and that was to inter- 
vene in a way which suggested to these 
people that the President was not just going 
to pass final judgment but was going to 
come down in Lt. Colley’s favor. What other 
prospect could “cool down” the particular 
anxiety which the President conceded was 
hls reason for getting into the case? 

So what we are left with, in the starkest 
terms, is a wholly premature and improper 
interference in a Judicial process which still 
has a long way to run— an interference 
prompted by telegrams and telephone calls 
and reflexive political pressures. This, as 
we have said before. Is government by West- 
ern Union, when a far better — and rather 
more presidential — remedy was readily at 
hand. “I believe that the system of military 
Justice Is a fair system,” the President said 
in almost the same breath that he was say- 
ing all the other things on Thursday night. 
And that was an he needed to say, and 
should have said, by way of “cooling down 
the country" the first time around.

Soviet Space Efforts 

Despite Its marked presence, secrecy Is 
nob the outstanding trait or Soviet space 
efforts. Even more characteristic la a 
methodical procedure which— recognizable in 
retrospect— heads for a specific goal step by 
step and strives to minimize the risks in- 
volved. The Soviets are far from regard- 
ing manned space flights as too expensive 
or dangerous. They are continuing their ef- 
forts In this direction, with priority being 
given to establishing an orbital station with 
rotating crews. There is a clear division of 
labor in Soviet space flight: exploration of 
the solar system and the moon Is being car- 
ried out with satellites and unmanned robots, 
while manned space ships and space sta- 
tions are being confined to the space around 
earth proper. This division of labor was ap- 
parently instituted when the Kr emlin gave 
up the race to the moon as lost. Now the 
altered approach is beginning to bear fruit, 
and in America more people are proposing 


that the Soviet system be adopted in order 
to overcome the present malaise which over- 
lays the UJ3. space program.

Surely for Rogers and for Nixon, who Is 
sending Ills envoy on this tour, lt is perfectly 
clear that now no gestures toward Arab 
states wjll produce any positive result un- 
less there is real progress in the liquidation 
of consequences of the Israeli aggression.

T ONDON. — There was a rally in 
-*- 1 London recently in behalf of 
George Jackson, the black prison- 
er who wrote “Soledad Broths:,” 
and Angela Davis, who is charg- 
ed with complicity in the kidnap 
and murder of a California judge 
by Jackson’s brother Jonathan 
»Tid others. It was In many ways 
an extraordinary public meeting 
for London. 

The old Methodis t ha.n used 
for the rally— Central Hall. West- 
minster — was filled Tar the first 
time In many years. The crowd 
was not only bigger thpn r&dic&i 
affairs usually attract here now- 
adays but different: There were 
many mare young and black 
faces. People who cannot be 
aroused by British politics bad 
evidently identified with Amer- 
ican causes that seemed more 
vital. 

Then there was the rhetoric. 
In America it would probably not 
cause much surprise anymore. 
In England, where civility of 
language Is still a. habit. It grated 
on some old-fashioned listeners. 

* Fascist 9 and * Genocide t 9 
The United States was called 
"a fascist military state,” its sys- 
tem of law and authority com- 
mitted to the “genocide” of 
blacks. Those who seised the 
California judge at g un po int were 
balled for not having been “de- 
terred by the mystique of. the 
courtroom Itself.” There were 
repeated cries of “Power to the 
people!” 

"Power to the people” indeed. 
Would minorities really welcome 
a populist systenl without respect 
for the restraints of law and the 
Constitution? They ought to 
shudder at the notion. Americ a n 
history has enough cruelties on 
Its pages. How much worse lt 
would have been if there were no 
limits on tbe power of the majori- 
ty to stamp out unpopular views 
and unpopular frndrHdnaT*. 

Such rhetoric strikes at the 
purpose of language: communica- 
tion. If one throws the word 
"fascist” at the United States, 
where there Is astonishing free- 
dom of expression today, what is 
there left to say about places 
where' repression is a fact — 
Greece, for example, or Brazil? 

Violence of expression is not 
only harmful to truth but danger- 
ous. It may encourage violence 
of spirit As Prandne du Plessix 
Gray writes In the current New 
York Review of Books, “Lan- 
guage can create reality.... By 
saying the repression Is already 
here we help to bring it on.” 

American liberals Tigh tly have 
lt In their nature^ their guilty 
nature, to try to understand why 
people say violent things. They , 
are oppressed, they are tormented. 
Of course. But that only ex- 
plains, It does not justify. Tbe 
triumph of George Jackson is that 
after years of unjust confine- 
ment he remains rational 

Those in Control 
Bat there is a burden on those 
who hold power In our society— 
thp mainly middle^lass, tnniniy x 
white, mainly comfortable majori- 
ty. ILls a dual responsibility: to 
look at the reality of deeply felt 
issues, regardless of excesses in 
the way they are raised, and to 
look inside ourselves and rec- 
ognize’ the violence that has been 
done by us or under our author- 
ity. 

The Jackson case is a fair 
example. There is a lot of brutal 
language in “Soledad Brother.” 
One’s gorge may rise at any

attempt to justify, much less 
glorify, the attempt to bargain 
for tbe release or prisoners by 
kidnapping a judge. 

But the fact remains that 
George Jackson has been in pris- 
on for more than ten years far 
taking part in a 810 robbery.

Waving Viet 
Cong flags Is offensive to most 
Americans. Pouring blood on 
Selective Service files is an evoca- 
tive symbol to only a few. Block- 


ing highways Is Irritating. But 
how petty the objections to such 
tactics must seem if -we con- 
sider the violence done in 
namp of authority. > 

It is not just the war Itself, 
with aS the useless killing of In- 
dochinese that still goes on and 
all the pointless risk of Amer- 
ican lives. It is what we have 
become in tbe name of war. 

It is the mother of a Kent 
State girl saying she wished all 
the students on that hm had been 
shot by the National Guard, in- 
cluding hex own daughter: "You 
would have deserved it.” It is 
the five-year prison sentence im-_ 
posed on a boy who tare, hls 
draft card in half during a rally 
and then immediately, in remorse, 
told a detective and his draft 
board. If a Russian had suf- 
fered such vindictive punishment 
for so tepid a demonstration we 
would be outraged. 

Excesses in the name of dissent 
should disturb us. But to feel 
righteous -about them is self-de- 
ception.

many. Yet these, and many 
other notables from Britain and 
many other lands, will tomorrow 
celebrate publicly what Britain 
h«i good cause to celebrate: the 
fact that The Guardian Is 150 
years old. and still going strong 
—going, in happy fact, stronger 
than ever. 

Britain is fortunate -in having 
two such dally papers as The 
Times (now 186 years old) and 
The Gua rdian, and I really do 
not see how any citizen who 
wishes to be, and to be seen and 
heard to be, well-informed could 
do without either. This Is not, 
mind, just a matter of the hews; 
I t.htnk that the editors of both 
of them (I nin say this the more 
readily, as neither of them has 
actually invited me to do so) 
would admit that there is gen- 
erally a wider coverage of news 
In the Daily Telegraph than in 
either of its older rivals. The 
Times, it is true, still retains its 
ancient function as a newspaper 
of record, which chronicles day 
by day the formal activities of 
the nation and its people and 
public bodies, in a manner which 
renders it (and its -incomparable 
inrfp-g- published six times a year) 
essential to historians of the 
present as well as the past None- 
theless, The Times and The 
Guardian are both something 
more newspapers, and are 
part of Britain in a sense in 
which none of their competitors 
can really claim to be. 

In a Class Apart 

To those who live in countries 
which, like the, United States and 
indeed the majority of the na- 
tions. do not have national news- 
papers— that is, newspapers sold 
every day throughout the entire 
country, and an every breakfast 
table simultaneously— a news- 
paper which is more than a 
newspaper must often seem a 
strange, if hot incomprehensible, 
concept; I think that even The 
New York Times, say, has mark- 
edly less impact in Akron, Ohio, 
say, or even Chicago, than it 
does in its home town. Yet in 
Britain such influence as the 
press has is exerted simultaneous- 
ly and with even pressure, 
throughout the land: and of the 
British press it remains true that 
The Times and The Guardian 
are in a class apart from the 
others.

When Judgment was handed 
down by the court, to a memo- 
rable decision, there actually was 
a storm of protest, rather like the 
one following the My led judg- 
ment to the States. Stm, there 
was no direct government inter- 
vention. The condemned officers 
and men were, however, released 
after quite a short time In prison, 
and some of them got government 
jobs. On the whole. I do think 
that, faced with this horrible 
episode, Israeli public opinion and 
authorities did behave better 
t han their American counterparts 
now. But we all have stin a long 
way to go In d e ali ng with wnr- 
crimes of this order.

Guardian, and published to that 1 
city, for the first 140 years or 
so of its existence, yet even so 
managed to exert a national 
influence). ■ But Its liberalism, 
though the paper supported the

C. P. Scott? s Legacy 
The Guardian as we know it 
today is the creation of the 
greatest of Its editors, C. P. Scott, 
who ruled it from 1872 to 1939, 
an achievement without parallel 
in British newspapers, and pos- 
sibly without rival anywhere to 
the world. Above all Scott gave 
it its unique moral sensibility, 
which it retains unflawed to this 
day.

Half a 
century before, Scott had de- 
nounced the Boer War just as 
forthrightly; during the First 
World War he denounced the 
Liberal prime minister, Lloyd 
George.' for his bloody suppres- ■ 
siou of the Irish rising against 
British rule; I have no doubt 
at all that, if The Guardian Is 
with us to another 150 years’ 
time, it will still be the voles - 
of Britain's liberal conscience. 

It has often, of course, been 
accused of the traditional liberal - 
offenses; of preferring the causes 
of other countries to that of its 
own. of a reluctance to face the 
harsh realities of a harsh world, 
of maintaining double standards. 
Tbe charges simply cannot be 
sustained; the liberalism of Tbe . 
Guardian is the realistic, hard- ' 
edged kind, the John TTfrmgHy . 
or George Orwell kind, not the 
flabby, short-sighted, pseudo- 
"progresslve” kind of— well, let, 
ns not spoil the party on thi* 
happy day by naming names. 

The Guardian has chan ged, of. 
course, over the years. The move 
from Manchester to London was ;• 
only the most spectacular of Its 
changes, but others, tho ugh ... 
achieved more slowly, have been 
even mare important. It has ~' 
widened its horizons very ' con- 
siderably, it has improved Its 
physical appea r ance, it has sur- 
vived tbe economic disasters that 
very nearly sank it a few years - 
ago; why, it has even abolished 
Its famous, and mythical, mis- 
prints department, which was re- 
sponsible far .such magnificently 
accidental creations as "President ■ 
Elsenhowever” 

The prospectus for its first is- 
sue in 1831 began with the words, 

“It may safely be asserted, that 
no former period, to the history 
of our country, has been marked 
by the agitation of questions of ' 
a more important character, 
those which are now nift-hwing the 
attention of the p ublic ” 

Well, that’s still true. But so \ 
are these wards, from tfre pub- 
lishers’ declaration of t.Viwii* aims: 

"Whilst they Win exercise the - 
right, of spirited and vigorous 
Anima dversion upon public ques- *. 
tions, and boldly expose public . 
delinquencies, they will sedulous- 
ly avoid all tendency to private, 
slander, and endeavor to prevent 
the best prerogatives and most - 
important duties of the press 
from degenerating into calumny 
and abuse.”

Mr. Sabry 
was thought to be bunding up his 
own power base in the Arab So- 
cialist Union, the nation’s only 
political party, of which he was 
secretary -general until the 1967 
war with Israel

Mr. Sahry. too. was believed to 
be trying to establish Ms in- 
fluence among the young army 
officers, particularly those en- 
trusted with the air defense sys- 
tem supplied by the Soviet Union.

best sense of the word. 

On the surface, they make an 
add couple, the super-dapper 
Miaul mother, gregarious and 
effervescent, and the swarthy, 
Introspective Greek whose sad 
eyes, a 6 tile mention of ceramics, 
take on the hue and magic of 
Florence at sunset. 

One Voice 

On their common ground, how- 
ever, the partners speak with 
one voice. "X design and sell 
tiles,” says Joe. “I also com- 
municate as much with tiles as 
with the people who -buy them.” 

“My friends are my clients.” 
echoes Dionisio. “and my clients 
are my friends.” 

Each started with little more 
than a lump of raw material: 
each has developed and expand- 
ed his talents according to the 
mores of his respective continent. 

Feinberg. ex-pottery salesman 
and architectural-drawing stu- 
dent. had his vision considerably 
in advance of the American 
trend toward tiles. “Thirteen 
years ago,” he said. “X saw the 
picture, only it wasn't there 
yet.” What was there, in fact, 
was a defunct tile plant in South 
Miami, a ramshackle warehouse 
that only a Feinberg could ldve. 
Joe bought the place, and in 'the 
tradition of pre-beatnik America, 
xol'ed up hife sleeves. 

“X could see the coming in- 
fluence of the Mediterranean 
and Caribbean styles.” he says 
now. a remarkable insight for a 
young man whose own early in- 
fluence derived, from the trrniici 
clime of Mount Vernon, tt. Y. 
“Today the feeling Is in." 

•Nixon on Up’ 

An idea of Just how in it is 
con be gleaned from the com- 
bined mailing lists .of Felhberg's 
Designers Flooring Company and 
PouUanos’s Fanagra Studio In 
Rome. “Our clients,” said the 
irrepressible custom - tiler in 
Paris the other day, “include 
everyone from Nixon on up,” to 
wit: Bebe Rebozo. Lilly Pulitzer, 
Eleanor Holm, Victor Barge in 
St. Croix, and on this side of the 
pond, Federico Femm, fluni Ha- 
taszi Agnelli, Queen Mother 
Frederlka of Greece. 

It was during one of Feinberg's 
early trips to southern Europe 
in search of inspiration and 
materials — in particular “Catho- 
lic blue and Cardinal red” for the 
restoration of the Cathedral of 
St. Augustine — that Joe met 
Dionisio Poullanos, an inspired 
ceramic artist. 

At the time — eight years ago— 
what Joe was doing in cement 
Dionisio was doing In ceramics. 

The partnership, with designs 
created by bath men. provides a 
nearly . limitless inventory of

tiling to suit every taste— with 
the sine qua non that the -dlent 
has one— and in retrospect it 
was a felicitous meeting for 
both. Joe, for his part, gained 
instant access to the relatively 
arcane ahd distinctive art of 
Dionisio. who also could and 
would execute Joe's own designs 
in a manner impossible to du- 
plicate. 

At the same time, Dionisio 
found 1 an affluent and growing 
market that would free him to 
create on his 6Wh terms, to say 
“no” to the odd Customer whose 
lack of taste offended him, for 
Diar&la’s touch is personal to 
an extent virtually unheard of 
across the Atlantic.

He underestimated the problem. 
“It would be theoretically pos- 
sible to eat a different French 
cheese every day of the year, al- 
though only about 300 varieties 
ore .regularly marketed,” says 
merchant Christian Contin.

You 
will find yourself, as X have, 
crossing town once or twice a 
week to buy a supply of cheese, 
wonderfully tasty and fresh farm 
eggs, yoghurts, butter (especially 
that of Bchirfe). buttermilk and 
raw. unskimmed milk. 

Fostettrizatton 

The milk is unposteurized but 
it comes from inspected herds. 
Pasteurization is fatal to quality 
in cheese, ft helps it keep, but 
kills the. taste along with the 
bacteria. 

unless they are ’ to undergo 
long voyages even soft cheeses 
have no need for preservation. 
At home they .will keep several 
days ili a ; coot cupboard or in 
the refrigerator well away from 
the freezing compartment 
They should be kept in plastic 
boxes or aluminum foil, both to 
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Christian C a ft tin In his Paris Shop. 
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keep from drying out and to 
avoid smelling up the rest of the 
refrigerator. Most important. Mr. 
C&ntin insists, is that they be 
taken out at least half an hour 
before serving to allow them to 
resume normal temperature, ap- 
pearance and consistency. 

serving cheese la always a 
problem. Should one offer just 
a huge, flat wheel of Blie or half 
a dottd assorted cheeses? And 
which ones? it doesn't matter 
if you are dealing with cheese 
lovers, bait a variety should have 
something to please everyone. 

For that matter, ~a cnerae buf- 
fet Is one of the pleasantest and 
easiest dinners to prepare, a few 
olives and cold cuts to begin with, 
a dozen or so ChceOs with ap- 
propriate wines and a large, tart 
for dessert to end on, require no 
preparation and little cleanup. 

The platter should contain 
cheeses of each main category 
and there should be at least one 
wine for each category, depending 
on the number of guests. . . Mr. 
Cantm is always ready to help 
with, advice. Here are the basic 
types listed In the order in which 
they and their accompanying 
wines should be tasted; 

Goat’s cheeses ora best ■with 
light, fruity wines- of any color 
(White" Sancerre, red Bourgueil). 

The same wines go with rpress- 
ed" cheeses such os Cental, 
Tomme de Savoie and Baiut-Nec- 
talfe. 

Cheeses with a. c route fliurie - 
(“flowered” rind, from the white 
mold on It) such as Camembert 
and fine call for a light red 
(Beaujolais, BourgueiD. 


The strong-tasting ctv&tca Za- 
rees iwho&e .rinds have literally 
been washed with beer or bran- 
dy) such as Pont -L 'EY Liva- 
rot find Maroilles arc perfect for 
rigorous red Burgundies. This is 
equally true for Munster, but in 
Alsace they drink Gewliratramlncr 
or beer with it. Seer will also 
do very nicely with “cooked? 
cheeses such as GruyCre. Of 
serve them , with a good, dry 
white or a full-bodied red 
Burgundy or Bordeaux. 

Richest Group 

■ The last and' richest group la 
that of the blue cheeses. Includ- 
ing the great, and inimitable 
Roquefort, made from sheep's 
milk. They can take any wins 
up to the great rods of Bordeaux. 
Burgundy and the Rhfine val- 
ley. Saucernes is also wonderful 
with Roquefort. 

But if in doubt. Mr. Cantin 
will gladly make up decorated 
cheese platters complete with 
labels for cheese parties. 

And he will answer questions, 
such as do -you eat butter with. 
Cheese (no. -unless the cheese Is 
a bit old or hard), or should 
you cut off the rind. iThat 
depends. Obviously, if it's hard

European culture between the two world wars. For 
the 1971 edition of the Maggie, which opened 
Friday night, the festival's enterprising artistic 
director, Roman Vlad, has again established a 
leading motive: Western music and the influence 
of non-European civilizations.. In the course of 
the next weeks, we will see Eastern ballets, Weill's 
school-pieces “Der Xasagcr” and “Der tfelnsager."

The opening event was a carefully prepared and 
splendidly executed performance of Meyerbeer's 
“L’Alricame,” given in Italian translation.

Martin Studying Broad NYSE Changes

• Howard Samuels, head of 
the Off Track Betting Corpora- 
tion here, and Mayor Lindsay 
were planning to be up early to 
make the first payoffs today to 
holders of winning tickets on 
canonero H at the Penn. Station 
OTB windows. 

• Instead - of collecting 85820, 
as first announced as the OTB 
payoff on Canonero H to win, 
the bettors here will get $59. 
The original payoff had been 
figured on a 17 percent takeout 
for OTB Instead of the legal 16 
percent, but both were well 
beyond the Churchill Downs 
pari-mutuel of $19.40.

To an Ad 


The Common Tics and What They Mean

1UEW YORK, May 3 ».NYT ' .— 

’ Everybody docs it. and Dr. 
Oliver W. Sacks studies It. 

He is fascinated with the tic— 
which he defines as movement 
that is impulsive, stereotyped, 
repetitive, apparently purposive 
and irresistible. 

Dr. Sacks is writing a book 
about tics. / mannerisms and 
gestures. His "Migraine: Evolu- 
tion of a Common Disorder” was 
published last month « University 
of California Press', and when 
It appeared at the beginning or 
this year in Britain. The Times 
i of London* hailed it as "bril- 
liant.'' 

“Everyone has tics, and we 
wouldn't recognize some people as 
the Individuals they are if they 
didn't." said Dr. Sacks, a 37-year- 
old British neurologist who lives 
in Neft' York. 

"The most common tics are 
mouth and tongue movements, 
sighing, yawning, coughing, fid- 
dling. scratching. nail-biting, 
picking, sniffing, flailing, flicking, 
crossing the legs and shufning 
the feet. Taking a sudden deep 
breath from time to time is a 
universal tic.” 

At Betb Abraham Hospital. In 
the Bronx. Dr. Sacks has been 
studying post-encephalitic (sleep- 
ing sickness ■ Parkinsonism 


patients, survivors of the great 
1917-1925 epidemic. The patients 
arc being treated with L-DOPA. 
a drug that relieves their 
Parkinsonism but commonly 
produces an astonishing topog- 
graphy of tics. 

“At first, some patients are 
pos*es T ed by a generalized urge 
to move, which then crystallises 
into an array of specific and 
repeated action patterns, and 
eventually into a repertoire of 
useful or 'magical' or expressive 
gestures." Dr. Sacks observed. 

"Some or the patients sprout 
parent tics which branch out in 
all direction'.” he added, “to 
produce an efflorescence” of 
tics. “It's uncanny to see a 
phlegmatic person swiftly acquire 
an Italianate richness of gesture. 
quite alien to his earlier nature.”- 

There are two types of tics. 
Dr. Sacks said— the neurotic and 
the organic. “In body lauguage, 
neurotic tics mean something— 
they are hieroglyphic representa- 
tions of emotional conflict.” lie 
noted. “Organic tics are ‘sound 
and fury signifying nothing' ''■ 
scratching in response to a rash 
may persist when the rash is 
pone: cougliing may continue 
after an attack of whooping 
cough has cleared up. 

Dr. Sacks, for example, has a 
residual adjust-the-hat feeling 


for about two hours after those 
rare occasions on which he wears 
a hat. Twisting of the head in 
response to a tight collar often 
persists after the collar has been 
loosened. 

Dr. Sacks listed one patient's 
tics as “pin ching , plucking, cluck- 
ing. sucking, growling, purring, 
cooing, moaning, yelping, skip- 
ping. leg-crossing, finger-snap- 
ping.” 

In ihe Lancet, the British med- 
ical publication. Dr. Sacks de- 
scribed one patient as suffering 
from “incontinent nostalgia" in 
whose grip she would continu- 
ously emit the word “honey- 
bunch.” 

Tic students must beware of 
judging a look by Its cover, for 
people rationalize their tics in 
devious ways. Oue patient re- 
peatedly made the classic Italian 
cuckold gesture (index and pinky 
extended > and called It an Indian 
salute. Dr. Sacks noted: “Of 
course, it's not natural to moke 
Indian salutes 500 times a day. 

“Even nonpatients.” he said, 
“find it difficult to admit that 
they experience sudden over- 
whelming impulses, so they tend 
to explain tics as deliberate move- 
ments in response to free will. 
Their explanations are designed 
both to reassure and to mislead 
themselves. 


“Tics used to be considered in- 
curable.” he noted. “This is by 
no means the case now. Many 
people, especially children, have 
simple tics which last a few weeks 
or months and t.h^»h disappear. 
Neurotic tics may benefit from 
psychotherapy. Organic tics can 
be treated in many ways— by cer- 
tain drugs, occasionally by sur- 
gery. and to a remarkable extent 
by diverting the basic tic impulse 
into a more acceptable channel.” 

A woman at Beth Abraham, 
with an eye-clenching tic so 
severe that she was practically 
blind, managed to exchange it lor 
a fist-clenching tic. Another 
woman with innumerable tics 
loses all of them when she types, 
knits or sews— all of which she 
does with incredible rapidity. Said 
Dr. Sacks: “She’d be the fastest 
gun in the West.” 

His studies are in an honorable 
tradition — the Romans recorded 
tics. Darwin illuminated them. 
William James studied them, and 
Dickens ticked them off with 
gusto. The novelist's characters 
often announce themselves with 
idiosyncratic tics, even before th€y 
open their mouths. 

"The majority of tics are harm- 
less.” said Dr. Sacks, “and if 
they're not too conspicuous or in- 
capacitating. they should be left 
well alone.”

“Sometimes it disappears and I 
hold my breath on behalf of the 
presumed interviewee. But alas, 
it returns . . .” Tin going oiifc 
of my tree.” froths Richard CL 
Allan, of Frankfurt. “For God's 
sake, contact Ned l Does a man-' 
ager make, keep or read books? 
Does Ned need more than one 
(his ad runs constantly*, or is 
he being taken for a ride by the 
longest string of disreputable job 
applicants ever to have plagued 
any one employer? Where in 
Africa?" Etc.
